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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1 8-34, drawn to a device for transferring blood from a vessel to 
another area with a myocardial liner, classified in class 604, subclass 8. 

II. Claims 35-37, drawn to a method of supporting a vascular wall, classified 
in class 606, subclass 198. 

III. Claims 41-68 drawn to a stent and methods of providing blood flow from a 
heart chamber to a coronary vessel with the stent having an agent and an 
outer covering or both an inner and outer covering, classified in class 623, 
subclass 1.43. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions II and III are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown 
that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In 
the instant case the different inventions have different functions such as Invention I 
being performed to provide access to the vessel and form a delivery route for the 
apparatus. Invention III is methods of delivering apparatus with an agent to a site within 
the heart. Invention I does not involve delivery of apparatus to the heart. 

Inventions I and III are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does 
not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) 
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that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the stent covering with the agent 
is not required to be in the myocardial portion as in the subcombination claims 
(Invention I). The subcombination has separate utility such as a shunt in any bypass 
with the heart, not just across the myocardium. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

Apparatus Lining and coverings 

Species I: Figs. 1,2. Specie A: inner 

Species II: Fig. 3. Specie B: outer 

Species III: Fig. 4. Specie C: both 

Species IV: Fig. 5.
